Also, with regard to applicant's arguments, Rauch teaches of a shift line that is dependent on a vehicle speed at a specific gear ratio. It is 
well known that the vehicle speed is the product of the input speed and the gear ratio. Therefore, Rauch does teach of a transmission 
control that is in fact a function of the input speed. 

With regard to the modes. Rauch teaches of two modes. In one mode, the downshift line is lower than the other. This covers the broadly 
claimed limitations of claim 1 
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
